It was first finished in 
Hamburg, Germany, about 50 years 
ago under the name of ross leder. It 
is exceedingly difficult to tan, but the 
neness of its texture makes it very 
valuable for high-grade shoes. It will 
take a high polish,and is almost water- 
proof. The supply of horse hides 
comes mostly from South America. 
Leather made from the skin of the 
kangaroo is a comparatively new рго- 
duct. It is soft and strong, and the 
light grades are well japted for 
summer shoes and for shoe tops. The 
peavier grades will wear excellently 
or almost any purpose, particularly 
for fine shoes. Kangaroo hides all 
come from Australia. Alligator hide 
is growing more popular every year. 
It is used mostly for shoes and valises. 
Other fancy leathers made are from 
the skins of boa constrictors, rattle- 
enakes, and black snakes, used |: 
for pocket-books and slippers. 
ise leather was first introduced into 
ingland, where it was made into fine 
shoes for men. It is remarkable for 
its flexibility. A square foot of it can 
be drawn out to one and one-third feet 
in length. Shoe strings are largely 
made of this leather. In olden times 
leather was made quite extensively 
from human skins. During the French 
Revolution a man presented himself 
one day at the bar of the Convention 
and announced that he had devised a 
simple and original scheme for ob- 
taining leather in abundance. He 
was granted a concession and carried 
on hia business with a certain amount 
of secrecy. His first product of leather 
from human skin was made into boots 
which were presented to members of 
the committee and worn by them, A 
great many books were bound with the 
leather, and Philippe Egalite, Duke of 
Orleans, encouraged the tannery by 
wearing at a ball a pair of breeehes 
made from human skin. The British 
Museum has а Latin Bible handsomely 
engrossed on а Woman’s skin tanned at 
this factorv. The tannerv used the 
skin {тот the victims of the Revolu- 
tion. Oil extracted from human 
hodies was also placed проп the 
market by the same concern and ex- 
| tensively used for Inbricating pur- 
The French Enevclopwdia for 
1265 gives a recipe for tanning human 
skin. 
WONDERS OF SMELLING.

The famous Mr. Boyle mentions 
a blind man at Utrecht who could 
distinguish different metals by the 
different odours; and Martials records 
the case of a person named Mamurra 
who could tell by smelling whether 
copper was true Corinthian or not.
